the question of distressed seamen in 
this Colony, we had no intention of 
being understood to hold ourselves 
responsible for statements made per- 
sonally and in apparent good faith 
by numbers ofthese men, We sim- 
ply called attention to what has ac- 
tually becotne a public nuisance in 
Hongkong, and in laying before the 
community certain statements— 
which hal been made to ourselves, 
and which were generally current in 
commercial cirelos—we. merely told 
the tale as it had been told to us, 
leaving the public to form their own 
conclusions. We had no desire 
whatever to whitewash the distressed 
seaman at the expense of the Ameri* 
can Consul, or any other public func- 
tionary; but deemed it advisable in 
the public interest that the -griey- 
ances of these men—if such griev- 
ances, have any existence—should 
‘be publicly known and fairly dis- 
cugsed. Itisa matterof fact that 
. the city is literally ‘overrun with 


. sailors out of employment; and al- 


though we have recently heard a 
good deal about Sailors’ Rests and 
‘kindred establishments,. we are not 
"aware that any practical solution’ of 
what is fast becoming a grave diffi- 
culty, has yet been adopted, or even 
suggested. ‘The 
representing foreign nations have 


certain responsibilities on their shoul- |. 


ders, with regard to shipwrecked ma- 
riners, or seamen. otherwise thrown 
‘out of employment, and in the inter- 
ests of the colony, it is the duty of 
the Government to ‘see that these 
responsibilities are not shirked or 
‘neglected. For English seamen 
out of employment, it would: appear 
to us.that it is encumbent on the. 
Government either to find these men 
berths on “board ship,. or to provide 
.them with passages to’ England or 
to the Colonies, where. they would 
have some prospects of being able to 
‘earn their own livings. To permit 
them to loaf‘round Hongkong, ‘ac- 
uiring drunken, lazy, and otherwise 
disreputable habits, making, in fact, 


men who would be glad to earn an |’ 


honest living if they got the chance, 
‘habitual -rogues, vagabonds,: and 
‘ gaol-birds, is a’ custom which ur- 
gently demands reform, . That this 
state of affairs actually exists in’ our

Englishmen, wore true thoy appeared

. it happens, however, the statements 


mde by these men, would seem to 
be lacking in one essential point— 
absolute. veracity. Colonel Mosby; 
the U.S. Consul, states that he has 
never acted towards any shipwrecked 
sailors in ‘the manner imputed ‘to 
him; but that, on the contrary, he 
has invariably done everything in. 
his power to make them comfortable 
‘om shore, and-to obtain them em-, 
ployment afloat without the least 
delay. He-has never discriminated 
between American citizens and 
foreigners from shipwrecked Ame- 
rican vessels; .but has served all 
alike... The crews of the Hum- 
boldét and New Era, .who are 
doubtless the men implicated in-this 
matter, received every assistance 
from Colonel Mosby; and when tho 
captain of the last-named vessel at- 
tempted to pay off his crew with 
orderson the owners payable in Bos- 
ton, the Consul took him into court, 
and compelled him to discharge and 
pry the men in proper form. Ool- 
onel Mosby, acting in the belief that 
it is preferable to afford ‘shipwreck- 
ed sailors an opportunity of getting 
berths on other vessels, where they 
ean earn their own living, rather 
than to permit them’ to become a 
burden to his Government, has not 
followed the ‘course of shipping ‘the 
men to the States at government ex- 
pense, and apart altogether from the 
legal aspect of this point,‘we consi- 
der that he has acted practically and 
wisely. Of course the action of the 
Consul could not have beon expected 
to give unqualified. satisfaction to 
all the men concerned ; and as there 
are sailors ‘as wellas other men who 
prefer to loaf round in idleness rather 


than work for a livelihood, it is only 


fair to Colonel Mosby to assume that 
the men, whose story we published 
the other day, are’ arrant rascals, 
incorrigible loafers who ‘would be 
pests to any community. These are 
the men the Consul might advan- 
tazenusly ship: off to the States as 
passengers at the’ expense of his 
goverument—and we offer the hint 


in good part. . There is a good deal 


more ‘might be written on the subject 
now under review, and it is of such 
local ‘importance that: we purposs 
returning to it at an early opporti- 
nity; but as Colonel Mosby natu- 
tally cnough feels aggrieved at 
charges’ made against his official 
‘acts, charges which are alleged to be

When the project of establishing a 
Lycenm at Macao was first mooted, 

' towarits the beginning of the presont 
Year, it'produced an agreeable surprise 

' among the well-wishers of educational 
reform, Those who were acquainted 
with the nature of the institution, as 
well us those’ who knew it only by 
“honr-say, wore loudin its praises. The 
public shared inthe general enthusiasm. 
Propriotors: of private schools were 
eagerly consulted as to the advisability 
of placing their funds and their staff 
at’ the disposal of. the reformers; a 
gonoral meeting of the sharcholders of 
the Commercial School was held, and 

. the scheme of amalgamating their insti- 
tution with the Government Lyceum, 


if not definitely accepted, was virtually | 


resolved upon. Fathers of families cast 
upon their sons a proud smile of good 
omen, as they foresaw in’ them futuro 
doctors, divines, sciuntists, famous ora. 
tors, ominont lawyers, a literati of 
which Macao would:in days to come 
havo reason to be proud. Commercial 
atudents bogan to: despair of ever ob. 
taining a livelihood by practical ‘pro. 
fession; they would aim higher; they 
would go to Coimbra, and either earn 
‘renown in Portugal, or roturn as 
oracles of ‘science and philosophy to 
their “orient gem.” Every one 
thought the Lycaum was going to of- 
fect a turn of the tide in the general 
walfare of the city; but, wonderful to 
say, those whose sympathies were 
stronger, those who upheld the insti-- 
tution with more persistency and ex- 
pected from ita world of good, knew 
very little aboutit; had never seen it; 
were not cognisant of, its statistics, 
could not understand a groat portion 
of its programme. They contented 
thomselves with a superficial kuow- 
ledge; they. were dazzled by its 
grandiose scientific programme, thoy 
mensured ouly its surface, not its cubic 
contents. : ; tes 
Now, when [assert that the Lyceum 

, a8 it is presently constituted has a 
seamy-side, and that its seamy side is 
discreditablo to its surface, I am not 
ideulizing ; I am appealing to the teati- 
mony Of facts, The first thing that 
atrikes.one’s notice on pernsing the 
grand ‘programmo of the Lycoum, ig 
the great number of things it teaches,’ 
How are these subjects taught? To 
begin with the national langaage, 
which is studied ‘during three years. 
The first year is wholly devoted to 
grammar, in its dryest and toot theo- 
reticul form. The student hus to pasa 
in review all his elementary knowledge 
previously acquired in schools of “ pri. 
mary instruction ;” he does not get a 
single glimpse ot actual composition ; 
if-he can define what a substantive or 
a verb is, if he is able to conjugate 
verbs atid decline pronouns, to deliver 
by heart the rules of syntax, and to 
point ‘out in short examples, where 
those rules aro. exemplified; if he can 
say which is the subject, which the 
' verb and the attribute or predicate of 
a proposition, he is said to know the 
.grammar of his language. In the 
second year, grammar is again: the 
_ prowainent feature of the ‘programma, 


with only, a shadow of opistolary and | 


“narrative composition written at school, 
Tn the third year, written exercises are 
completely ‘discarded, and analysis in- 
troduced.*. A: dry igrammatical and’ 
rhetorical analysis of the classics: is 
considered ‘to bo: the ond of edacation 
in the national language, when itehould 
be resorted to only as a meags. Tho 
effects. of auch an absurd method aro 


palpable; the stadents may be deep in. 


theory, but worthless in practice. It

In sciences, the Lyceum pro sramme 
is interosting, but the way it is carried 
out certainly is not.- There is a vast 
difference betwoon the author of a pro- 
gramme and its executor, I have 
hoard it often assorted: that philosophi- 
cal sciences in Portugal existed only 
in programmes. The assortion may be 
a little. exagverated; but those who 
have witnessed philosophical examina- 
tions at Lisbon are of opinion that 
many teachers of philosophy are badly 
in want of a knowledyve of that scionce, 
The very title of the first part of phi- 
losophy, as stuted in the Lyceum pro- 
gramme is ridiculously absurd :—'"In- 
tuitive philosophy or Empirical Noso- 
lory.” Intuition belongs to the de. 
partment of solf-evidont truths; not to 
philosophy which is purely -demon. 
strative, Intuitive sciences are op. 
posed to ompirical sciences by the very 
etymology of the words; how can they 
be coupled. by the conjunction or ? 
Nosology means classification, or rea- 
soning upon the classified objects; how 
is a classification of the faculties of the 
human mind to.be, made intuitive? 
It* would be interesting to know on 


what basis stands the method of study. 


ing Psychology, before the very radi- 
ments of logioare learned. Logic hag 
been everywhere considered as tho in. 
troduction to. Metaphysics, but tn the 
Lyceum this order is reversed.’ The 
revorsion is essentially anti-methodical, 
for how is any ‘one to demonstrate ‘a 
metaphysical proposition before he 
knows the laws of philosophical de- 
monstration? How is he to detect 
fallacies in arguments, bofore he hag 
learned. to discriminate a sound argu. 


‘ment from a sophistical one ? 


Philosophy is productive of much 
good and much evil. 
of mankind may be traced to the sinig. 
tor influenco of that science. 
Hleatic School of Greece to Hegel’s 
pantheistical reveries, from the Scho- 
lnstio mon of the middle ages to the 
inductive system inaugurated by Bacon, 
philosophy has been a fruitful mother 
of errors, The only way to avoid error 
in philosophical matters, is to adhere 
to a very strict process of demonstra: 
tion and, analysis, to proceed. from 


‘sound, incontrovertible principles, and 


to expose them with a mathematical 
precision. The system of philosophy 
actually in vogue at the national Ly. 


‘coums is such, that a thousand wrong 


conclusions may be logically drawn 
from it. In a future artiole I ‘will 
dwell at. some lerigth on this important 
matter. F ‘
